‘A MOUNTAIN OF METAL 

When Pat Sullivan stood on a 
mountain side in the East Kootenay 
district of British Columbia, in the 
summet of 1892, and gazed at the 
piece of galena ore, he was, without 
realizing it, standing on’ a mountain 
of solid ore. That small out-crop- 
ping at Kimberley, B.C., developed 
into the largest silver-lead mine in 
the British Empire. Today the Sul- 
ilvan Mine produces over 98 per cent 
of Canada’s lead oitput, as well as 
80 per cent of the zinc and 36 per 
cent of the silver, writes W. W. 
Bride ‘n the current issue of C-I-L 
Oval. 
excavated that would hold a large 
modern office building and every 24 
hours the mammoth mine pours forth 
some 7,000 tons of gray, glittering 
ore. : 

Since it oxidizes rapidly the ore 
must be delivered to the concentrator 
soon after being blasted out, says 
the article. Therefore over 7,000 tons 
of ore are blasted and shipped each 
day and twelve hundred boxes of 
dynamite are’ used every month to 
shatter this tonnage in the under- 
ground labyrinth.

SHELTERBELTS ESSENTIAL FOR 
PRODUCTIVE FARM GARDENS 


(Experimental Farms News) 

The first requisite for a successful 
fruit and vegetable garden is a good 
shelterbelt. With belts properly ar- 
ranged, snowdrifts accumulate which 
will supply much needed moisture in 
the spring as well as protect perren- 
ials and small fruits from winter-kil- 
ling, states R. H. Dunlop, Tree Plan- 
ting Supervisor, Forest Nursery Sta- 
tion, Indian Head, Sask. Wind veloci- 
ity is checked, thus reducing evapor- 
ation and transpiration during the 
summer months and physical injury 
to plants is prevented. Without a 
shelterbelt, it is almost impossible to 
carry crops through to the ripening 


_| period. 


The spring run-off obtained from 
the accumulated snow drifts may of- 
ten be more fully utilized if small 
ridges or dykes can be thrown up 
temporarily at suitable points to hold 
the water on the garden proper, in- 
stead of letting it run off to some 
lower ground where it would not be 
particularly useful. It is not advis- 
able to flood that portion of the gar- 
den in this way where vegetables 
such as asparagus, horse radish, and 
rhubarb are growing. | 

The size and arrangement of the 
garden area in relation to the shel- 
terbelt is important. The long way 
of the garden should run north and 
Plan so that half the area 
may be summerfallowed annually. 
The area enclosed should not be less 
than 100 feet wide, and approximately 
one acre in area. It is customary to 
plant the vitally exposed north and 
west sides first; adding to this as

It 
is characterized by a diffuse red- 
ness, hy dilated blood-vessels, by soft 
reddish acne-formed papules, and 
eventually by thickening or hyper- | 
trophy of the skin of the part. 

When the disease attacks the nose 
it is likely to produce: a distressing 
deformity.

Because her husband had died out- 
side Ragland and had made his home 
in the Channel Islands, it was claimed 
that his estate was free of death du- 
ties madc a gift of $12,000,000 to the 
British Government—equivalent , to 
the duty on the estate.

Mould growth in foods is not usu 
ally dangerous. In many cases tne 
formation of mould in food increases 
its palatability. For example, some 
kinds of cheese, such as Roquefort, 
Limburger, Brie and Camembert, are 
eaten only after extensive mould 
growth has taken place, The charac- 
teristic flavor and smell of these 
cheeses are due to the substances 
formed by the particular species of 
mould. 

What are moulds? They are groups 
of tiny plants so small that the indi- 
vidual structures can be seen only 
with the aid of a microscope. They 
develop from spores wiih are simi- 
lar to the seeds of the higtier plants. 
The spore is the reproductiv? element 
ot one of the lower organisms or 
piants. 

The commoner mould3 go by the 
names of Mucor, Penicillium or As- 
pergillus. The white or slightly wool- 
ly patches seem on the surface of 
meat in cold storage is due to a mould 
or fungus known as the spu.otrichum 
carnis. 

The spores or seeds of moulds are 
tard to kill; they can withstand un- 
favorable conditions for days and 
when given favorable conditions such 
as food, a temperature neither too 
hot nor too cold, moistur. and in 
some cases oxygen, will live for a 
long time.
